descended over one of his eyes. It was by no 
means a disagreeable experience, but he never saw 
anything with that eye thereafter. 

Taking up life again after a while he had greater 
successes and enjoyments with his one myoptic eye 
than he ever had with two eyes. Then cataract at- 
tacked his remaining eye and the vision faded. Three 
American physicians returned in 1917 from abroad 
with the details of a new operation for cataract. de- 
vised by an oculist in Asia and Burrowes availed 
himself of the new technique. He planned his life 
anew in succeeding days of bandages only to be told 
in July, 1917, that the operation had been a failure. 
With only the ability to distinguish light he -went 
out from the hospital to learn the ways of the blind, 
but one remaining hope drew him back for more ex- 
periments, treatments, operations. Presently total 
and permanent darkness came. 

The tragic stéry is told as only a man of unusual 
powers of self-analysis and verbal expression could 
tell it, He learned rapidly the gains that partly com- 
pensate the blind for their loss. One of his first 
sensations’ was a feeling of satisfaction, even of 
pleasure in devising methods of overcoming the 
enemy, darkness, a feeling that increased with time. 
What, he asks, do those having sight see with their 
eyes that they value so highly? The blind do not 
see dirty streets, ugly buildings, badly furnished 
homes, bad paintings, mongrel dogs, cheap novels, 
would-be comic pictures.
